C. & O. Canal..The Cumberland Times
of yesterday say;*: "The Canal freight ques¬
tion was decidcd and the boatmen's strike camc
to au cud on Saturday. On the day previous
repretentatives of all the coal companies, save

the Maryland, agreed to pay boatmen the open¬
ing rates of the season, viz: $1.35 and £1.40 P^r
ton to Georgetown and Alexandria, respective¬
ly. The boatmen, however, refused to go work
unless the rate would be made general, or un¬

less.the boats of companies refusing to accept
were lined by the other companies. To this
proposition ihe other companies agreed, pro¬
vided the Meryland Company, the only one

demurring, be given proper notice. The boat¬
men thereupon notified the agent of the Mary¬
land Company of their action, given them un¬

til. 12 o'clock on Saturday to accept. The
Maryland Company refused to accept up to

that time, and have not loaded any coal since,
and their boats will be lined by other compadies
hom time to time."

Southern Claims..The Baltimore Ameri¬
can says: "The Commission appoiuted by Con¬
gress to investigate the claims oi' "loyal citi¬
zens of the South for property taken or de¬
stroyed by the Federal army have numbered
the claims andfiod them to be over tweuty-two
thousand, amounting in all to more than fifty-
six millions of dollars. A number of them, of
course, will be thrown out, or the figures re¬

duced; but new ones are still being presented by
persons who have just recently discovered that
such a method for settling the proper obliga¬
tions of the Government to them had been es¬

tablished. The time allowed for their presen¬
tation, however,has passed, aud unless Congress
should extend the limitation, they will be of no

avail. Under the settlement so far made by the
Commissioners, about $1,200,000 have been
distributed among some 1,400 claimants, scat¬
tered all over eleven States; the awards, ex¬

cept in a comparatively small number of cases,
bein? for a few hundred dollars each. At the
oming session of Congress they expect to
award about $1,000,000, to be similarly dis¬
tributed, and will then have disposed of about
twenty-four per ct. of the number of claims,and
twenty per ct. of the amount claimed.

A report is, that.the Secretary of the Treasu¬
ry has issued a circular announcing that unknown
persons had put in circulation a dangerous
counterfeit of the gold pieces coined in 1S72.
This counterfeit was said to contain pure gold
to the amount of $4.50, while the character of
the alloy was unknown. Mr. Ashley, the su¬

perintendent of the coin room in the New York
sub-Treasury, says that he had seeu no coins of
this kind, and no circular of the purport des¬
cribed. lie also says that it would not pay to

make a counterfeit containing so much genuine
metal, and is inclined to doubt the whole story.
It is known, hewevcr, that counterfeit $20
gold pieces are in circulation, and efforts have
been made, without success, to trace them to

suspected persons.

The Sunday Chronicle of Washington re¬

asserts that the report of the debt of the dis¬
trict of Columbia placiug it at £10,000,000, is
much under the real debt, and estimates it at

$17,000,000, while at least one third of the im¬
provement is yet to be made. That paper says
that the taxable property of the District can¬

not stand' the burden of a debt of $25,000,000,
to which it would be increased by completing
tlio improvement.

The Washington Chronicle says, "an iuti
mate frieud of Vicc President Wilson has just
arrived in the city, having spent a few days
with that official. Ho states that his health is
somewhat improved, but that he has eeascd
writing on his historical works altogether for
the present, and has dropped all bnsiucss mat¬
ters by the advice of his physicians, who, under
such circumstances, have some hopes of his full
recovery.
With regard to a report of the arrest ol Bry-

son McLellan, Chief Clerk of the Railway 1W
lal Car Service between Washimitou and New
York, for robbing the mails, the Washington
Star says the rumor has not been coufirmed by
any official information at the Postoffice De¬
partment, aud it is hoped that it is incorrect.
There are some suspicious circumstances, how¬
ever, surrounding the case.

The Liabilities..George Van Kouten

brought suit in the Cass County (Ind ) Court
against the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louis
Railroad, to recover $5,000 damages. Van
Kouten had entered a car of the company's and
refused to deliver up his ticket until the con¬

ductor furnished him with a seat. The ears

were crowded and no seat was to be obtaioed,
so the conductor just stopped the train and put
Van Kouten off. Nothing daunted, he caught
on the last car aud was put off a second time,
and his baggage flung off with him. The case
was entered iu Cass county, and under change
of venue was taken to Carroll county, and the
plaintiff was awarded $2,000 by the jury as

compensation for the broken contract.

The dow regulation* prepared by the board
of supervising inspectors for the government of
steam vessels under the provisions of the act of
Congress approved February 28, 1871, to pro¬
vide for the better security of life on board of
vessels propelled iu whole or in part by steam,

are now being rigorously enforced in all parts
of the country. Hitherto there has been a

The excitement created a few months ago
about the posses-ion of'valuable coal lands in
Schuylkill aod Columbia counties, Pennsyl¬
vania, has been renewed. A correspondent
of the Carbon Democrat, writing from Sliarn-
okin, under date ot J uly 3, says :
The sheriff of Northumberland county has

been busy in serving some eighteen writs of
ejectment, covering some -S00 acres of coal lands

ties, and supposed to be worth
The suits are commenced by Francis Jordan,
of ilarrisburg, who hold-* thesc lands in trust
fur parties living in New York, aod is inten st-

ed, also, as administrator of the estate of the
late Governor Geary. The deeds were record¬
ed here in April last.
The plaintiff claims to hold direct from the

Commonwealth, having paid for these lands,
aod that the title has never been lost to them.
The Philadolphia and Reading Railroad Com¬
pany claims these lands by tax title, aod also
by what is known as the Grant title, commenc¬

ing over twenty years after the Morris title
The plaintiff alleges that the tax title is «o«>d
for nothing, and that the Supreme Court has
already declared the Grant title to be a fraud.
The railroad company recorded a mortgage to
the Fidelity Insurance, Trust and Safe Deposit
Company of Philadelphia, iu trust for the bene¬
fit of British capitalists in this country, July 7,
1871, for. $25,000,000.

Mr. Jordan, with Judge Shipman, made a

survey of these lands in May last, and caused
several dwellings to be ercctcd and leased.
The railroad company sent a large body of
meu, who surrounded, upset and burned up
the houses aud took forcible possession, crea¬

ting (juite au excitement.

Dr. Fast-
lack has been practising deni>try lor the last
fifteen year* in China, but savs that, with »he
exception ol a lew persons of rank ami clistine
lion wno sought his seivices, the "Celestials"
have no understanding nor ap])reeiatiou lor
denistry.
The native dentists are the merest charlatans,and practice as magicians and cure-alls Th y

insert artificial Leetn tiled out of the teeth of the
sea-lu r.e, which are kept in place by coppi'r-wiro wrappings or liut.nings to the adjacent nat¬
ural le-itb, and charge alout three cents per
t oth for tfiv operation.
Teeth are extracted by a hocus-pocus procc*:s

which the dental impos.er calls "coughing up."
The method of extrac ion is thi«: The dentist
applies to the gum ol the troublesome tooth a
white powder, represented to be the salt ex¬
tracted from tiie .-went ol a librae. Dr. Ef.stlaek
found th s white powder to b i nothing more nor
less than urse/iic, which causes the gums to
siougli, when the tjoth is easily removed by the
operator's lingers.

Kut. the Chinese method of curing toothache
was what puzzled him most, and longest defied
detection. The operations, it should have b<-en
stated, are all performed in a temple or in the
space in front, under a birge umbrella, the idea
being that rel gious ceremony is in tome way
connected with them. Toothache is caused by a
maggot which gets into the tooth somehow < r
other while the patient is a^jeep. or while hois
laughing immoderately, it miu-t be removed
alive, or the patient will po mad. He is, there¬
fore, placed on a seat and h;s head thr-.-wn back.
The denti-t inserts a long p*»ir of fore ps, and
after fumbling around for a few second-?, pro
duces between the nippers a little wriggling
black maggot.the Cause of the whole trouble.
Dr. Kastlnck witnessed this operation repeatedly,
but it was only htter obtaining surreptiti. us pos¬
session of forceps lliit ho discovered the
tr ck. lie found 'lint one arm of tho forceps only
was of iron; the other was of bamboo, painted to
resemble the other. In the hollow of the oam-
boo were found a number of little b!a:k m»g-
gots, probably obtainud from decayed vegeta¬
bles or other de<om posing matter. When ne¬

cessary to do service, the operator simply
squeezed the bamboo above, and a maggot w.v

ejected Irwin the small end of the instrurnr nt to
the mouth, and tnen adroitly taken between the
nippers and held up triumphantly b -fore the
gaze of the astonished arid graceful patient Dr
Easllack could never satisfy himself on the point
id' the patient's relief. The operations he wit¬
nessed were dospatched with astonishing rapidi¬
ty, ai d the patients hurried away a- i:' thai part
of the performance was c.-- .nu.il to tin; 'succe.-s
of the operation.
